Chumerah, April 3, 1335. 
My dear an¥Rev. Father,— 

I scarce ever call your name to remembrance, 
without recollecting our first and second inter- 
view. Little did we think then that | should ev- 
er date you froma heathen land, For although 
we anticipated a removal, yetit was not from 
a father’s house to the shades of a Karen jungle, 
but from earthto heaven—from a bed of lan- 
guishing, tothe immediate presence of my di- 
vine Saviour.
